ASKS DR. BROOKS TO RESIGN 
AS MISSOURI.U, PRESIDENT 
Rabbi Samuel S. Mayerberg Says 
Head Has Created Unrest 
and Anxiety. 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, March 4.—Rabbi 
Samuel S. Mayerberg who has tak- 
en an active part in controversy 
arising from the sex questionnaire 
incident at the University of Mis- 
souri, today said he would recom- 
mend to the Board of Curators that 
Dr. Stratton D. Brooks, president 
of the school, be given “an oppor- 
tunity to resign.” 

Yesterday Dr. Mayerberg. to- 
gether with several other Kansas 
City ministers, addressed a demand 
to President James E. Goodrich, 
of the Board of Curators, for a 
public investigation of alleged re- 
striction of academic freedom at 
Golumbia. 

The demand for the investiga- 
tion, and for President Brooks’ 
resignation is an outgrowth of oth- 
er dissension. As @ result of the 
circulation of the questionnaire, 
seeking information on sex mat- 
ters from the student body, Prof. 
Harmon C. DeGraff was dismissed 
and Prof. Max F. Meyer suspended 
for a year.

Court Congestion “Bargain Day.“ 
Linthicum said increases in ar- 
rests had crowded the courts and 
in order to dispose of numer- 
ous prohibition cases, many of the 
Federal Courts had established 
“bargain day,.“ which guaranteed 
to the offender a fine and no im- 
prisonment if he pleaded guilty. 

“It has been found,“ he said, 
„that liquor is manufactured by 
thousands of stills throughout the 
land—the State of Georgia today 
holding the banner for its number 
of illicit stills. It has been shown 
by the witnesses here that liquor 
can be had throughout the entire 
land and that in many places sa- 
loons are wide open. It has also 
been shown that the number of 
speakeasies now outnumber the 
former saloons by 3 to 1 and that 
the liquor dispensed by them jis in- 
jurious and dangerous for human 
consumption. 

“The Government, in its en- 
dea vor to prevent the use of in- 
dustrial alcohol, has resorted to 
all manner of denaturants, some 
of which are poisons, causing 
blindness, cirrhosis of the liver and 
at times death. It has been testi- 


fied that, in the enforcement of 
prohibition, 1361 American citi- 
zens have been shot down and 


killed, sometimes merely under 
suspicion that they had liquor. The 
coast guard, one of our most hon- 
orable institutions of our Ameri- 
can Government, has been de- 
based.“ 

Fraud zand Corruption. 

Prohibition, he added, had left a 
trail of fraud and corruption 
wherever it had touched the Na- 
tional Government and had become 
a menace to the people and the 
Government. He contended foes 
of the dry law had the same right 
to work for repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment as proponents 
of prohibition had a right to work 
for its adoption, adding: .

‘Henning said that he often had 
“incurred the displeasure of agents 
of the Bureau of Investigation, De- 
partment of Justice, because I 
would not deal harshly with these 
children.” 

“Most of the thefts I dealt 
with,” the letter said, “occurred 
along the southern tier of states, 
reaching as far east as Alabama 
and centering around Oklahoma: 
Usually they move in groups of 
two to four. Quite often they are 
imaginative youngsters who have 
dreamt of the great adventure of 
going to the Far West, and who 
have no way of making it except 
by walking or taking somebody 
else’s car. ® 

“The Federal courts are not or- 
ganized to deal with children. I 
have, whenever possible, request- 
ed the local authorities in the home 
of the parents or relatives of the 
juvenile offender to take over the 
matter and deal with it. 

“After five years of much hard 
thinking on the subject I have 
reached the conclusion that there 
is no practical solution of the mat- 
ter except drastic limitation of the 
application of the act, or its re- 
peal.” ~

Declares That Under Com- 
munism He Who Shuns 
Work Will Be Regarded 
as Mentally Unbalanced.

MOSCOW, March 4.—Michael 
D Kalinin, President of 
the Central Executive Committee of 
Soviet Russla, took the peasants of 
Voronesh familiarly into his con- 
fidence yesterday and told them 
all about the Government's decis- 
ion to convert Russia into a vast 
area of state-controlled collective 
farms. 

President of the highest official 
body in the soviet union, and him- 
self a sturdy son of the soil, he! 
declared to his peasant hearers “we 
have begun to remake man.” 

In doing this, he said, the Gov- 
ernment could no longer allow the 
peasants to labor unproductively 
on their farms, or to waste their 
time in useless pursuits. 

Therefore, the communist au- 


thorities had ,decided to mobilize 
the bulk of the country’s 100,000,- 
000 farmers on more productive 
collective farms, where labor and 
its fruits would be allotted equally | 
to all toilers. 

‘No Power Can Destroy Us.’ 

“If we succeed m attaining our 
goal of coliectivization, no power 
on earth will be able to undermine 
or destroy us,“ he asserted. 

Kalinin, known affectionately to 
the peasants as “Uncle Mike,” is 
the intimate medium ot contact 
between the peasantry and the 
Government, and his address, fol- 
lowing upon the warning by Jos- 
eph Stalin against too hasty proz- 
ress toward collectivism shows with | 
what earnestness the communists 
are directing their agrarian cam 
paign. 8 

“In this process of coliectivizing 
our farms and suppressing the 
kulaks (peasant proprietors), we 
should be considered to have no 
human feelings if we said such a 
drastic transformation carried with 
it no individual sufferings and mis- 
fortunes. 

“But we know that this move to- 
ward socialization is best for the 
masses. Therefore we cannot allow 
individual sufferings to influence 
us. 

“However harsh and painful the 
extermination of the Kulaks may 
seem, it is absolutely necessary, 
because it insures the healthy de- 
velopment of the collective farm 
organism and fortifies us against 
great expenditure of human lives 
in the future. 

Meat Daily for Peasants. 


“If the Peasants on these col- 
lective farms work out and carry 
into effect a good production and 
financial plan, each of them will 
receive his quarter of a pound of 
meat daily, but if they fail in this, 
then God help them to get their 
bread. 

“We have begun to remake man, 
and have just begun. We are still 
far from real equality. Until we 
have attained complete commun- 
ism there can be no real equality. 
We have not yet reached that 
stage of development which each 
worker receives for his equal share 
ef labor an equal share of prod- 
ucts. 

“There will be genuine equality 
only when each works according 
to his abilities, and receives ac- 
cording to his requirements. 

“Under real communism each 
man will work conscientiously and 
loyally. Not to work will be con- 
sidered as abnormal as for a man 
to go into the street naked. The 
man who shuns work under com- 
muniem will be regarded as ment- 
ally unbalanced.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
OW grotesque from one point of 
view is the naval conference. Be- 
hold the delegates meeting with all the 
engaging manners of real friendship and 
yet basing all their elaborate ‘estimates 
on the contingency of war with one 
another. And this recognition of war 
makes the conference also tragic. Pub- 
licly and officially all the Powers have 
foresworn war and yet its grim specter 
dominates every discussion. This specter 
is the common enemy of the world which 
peace lovers everywhere should strive to 
exorcise from international relations. To 
the well-informed war between England 
and the United States is too improbable 
for consideration. 

And what of England and France? 
They also are natural allies. More than 
100 years have passed since England 
fought not the French but Napoleon. 
They fought as allies in the Crimea and 
except for the Fashoda episode they have 
remained good friends. Edward VII 
deepened this friendship into an entente. 
English sentiment being averse to alli- 
ances, France, after her defeat by Ger- 
many in 1870, sought security through 
a covenant with Russia, but England 
supported her claims on Morocco and 
risked war over Agadir. In the great 
war their common safety made them al- 
lies and at Versailles England resigned 
Syria to France although it was English 
and Arab blood that won it from the 
Turks. 

To do this the English faced a most 
disagreeable dilemma: friendship with 
France or broken pledges to the Arabs. 
She would not risk a serious breach with 
her old ally. And by making Feisal 
King of Irak she did her best to satisfy 
the aspirations of the desert tribes who 
under Lawrence were so instrumental in 
freeing Palestine. The nation that crushes 
France willihold the hegemony of Eu- 
rope and experience has taught England 
that she cannot tolerate a hegemony. 
Here then are two natural allies, peace- 
ful neighbors for over 100 years, trying 
to think of each other as enemies. How 
absurd!

MR. HOOVER AND THE PRESIDENCY. 

Mr. Hoover completed today his first year in the 
White House. We do not entirely agree with the ap- 
praisal of him in the presidency reproduced on this, 
page from The Nation. Nevertheless, it reflects a 
point of view detached from parties or political ex- 
pediency. 

Mr. Hoover is the first engineer to occupy the 
White House, as he is the first commercial expert 
to hold that office. He has displayed many of the 
qualifications and most of the disqualifications at- 
taching to his training. His tendency to solve pub- 
lic questions by assigning them to boards or commis- 
sions is what might have been expected, nor has his 
unfamiliarity with political and intellectual ques- 
tions been surprising. It was as an economist that 
he gave his saddle horses to the Army and hand- 
ed the Mayflower over to the Navy. It was as a com- 
mercial expert that he reorganized our consular serv- 
ice in South America, espoused the great system of 
inland waterways, stood by Mexico through the Es- 
cobar revolt, and launched his farm relief move- 
ment. His purpose in all these and similar moves 
was to improve our foreign and domestic markets and 
to balance the national economy. This is the Mr. 
Hoover the world knows, the man who fed Belgium 
during the World War. It restores to the White 
House a quality of large-mindedness that has been 
wanting ever since Mr. Wilson was President. 

It is in this field that Mr. Hoover is soundest, al- 
beit his failure to stem the rising tide of business 
depression and unemployment showed he could not 
perform miracles. Even so, he acted with a prompt- 
ness and intelligence that commanded the admira- 
tion of business men and probably did more good 
than we realize. It is too early to say that his farm 
plan will succeed; the influences against the Govern- 
ment in business, even when it undertakes to secure 
for so great an industry as agriculture a fair share 
of the nation’s wealth, are already making them- 
selves felt. It is also too early to call his farm plan a 
failure. It would be a great misfortune to the nation 
if it were a failure. That only a peaceful Mexico can 
develop its maximum use to us as a foreign market 
is undebatable, as it is certain that only by adapting 
our business methods to those of Latin America can 
we fully avail ourselves of that great market. 

The inland waterways which Mr. Hoover foresees as 
a benefit to agriculture are perfectly sound. Congress, 
thanks partly to him, is convinced of it. It would 
also be a gain for the Government if its departments 
were more compact and closer related. To put us in 
the position of refusing to attempt control of the 
seas when we might have done so because of the 
plight in which the war left Great Britain, and to 
assume for us the enlightened position of being “wil- 
ling to go as low as anybody else will go” in reducing 
naval armaments, was one of the finest moments of 
history. It was a concession to peace for which we 
will always have Mr. Hoover to thank. 

On his political side Mr. Hoover is less happy. His 
expectations of the London conference for the limi- 
tation of armaments do him great credit; but the 


conference itself has proved him an idealist in the 


great field of international politics. His declaration 
that food ships should be made immune from attack 
or interference in time of war was on a par with Mr. 
Coolidge’s enthusiasm for the treaty that outlawed 
war. Neither ideal stands up against the bard re- 
alities. It is doubtful if Mr. Hoover’s determination 
to. withdraw the Marines from Haiti is a practicable 
idea, much as it is to his credit. Certainly his own 
appointments have already shown how impracticable 
was his intention to purify the selection of Federal 
Judges. His expectation that a special session of 
Congress could be confined to limited tariff revisien 
for the benefit of agriculture and a few needy de- 
mestic industries displayed an almost appalling mis- 
apprehension of how tariffs are made. It also showed 
in Mr. Hoover a surprising unréalization of the po- 
litical expectations which went with the munificent 
support given his candidacy by the tariff barons. 
In the intellectual field Mr. Hoover bas shown an 
even greater incapacity. His assertion before the di- 
rectors of the Associated Press that all laws are alike, 
an absurdity he has since repeated, has greatly less- 
ened his stature as a political scientist. The whole 
weight of history is against such a postulate, and 
in advancing it Mr. Hoover brought down upon him- 
self widespread and indignant dissent. He was no 
happier in his charge that he who traffics with 
criminals, obviously meaning one who buys liquor 
from bootleggers, is not a good citizen, an equal ab- 
surdity for which be has been criticised by men in all 
walks of life. He seems not to realize that only by refus- 
ing to acquiesce in unjust Jaws can the citizen defend 
himself against tyranny. Not to see that only by re- 
fusal to respect such laws can the citizen preserve 
his freedom is more than a defect in Mr. Hoover. 
It has deprived the country of a _ discriminating 
spokesman upon this grave issue at a time when it 
greatly needs to be told why we have so much crime 
in the United States and what can be done about it. 
That he regards prohibition as an irrational issue 
which time alone can settle does not relieve him from 
the obligation to preserve his intellectual integrity 
instead of lecturing his peers in such childish fashion. 
Such has been Mr. Hoover's first year, a year which 
has presented even some reciprocal problems. That 
is, if the country has become a problem to the Presi- 
dent, the President has in turn become a problem to 
the country. He is more disposed to paddle about in 
a sea of troubles than to take up arms against them. 
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TWO RADICAL MEETINGS. 

Several thousand circulars were distributed in St. 
Louis last week announcing a Sunday mass meeting 
called by the Young Pioneers of America, a junior red 
flag organization. Nobody tried to stop the meeting 
from being a huge success, but it proved to be a dud. 
Only about 20 children attended. Speakers said some 
severe things about the Boy Scouts, criticised the cap- 
italist regime and took up the matter of overthrow- 
ing the Government. The Government still stands. 

At Centralia, III., an I. W. W. organizer announced 
a meeting. The Mayor and Chief of Police sprang 
nobly td the city’s defense. They dignified the matter 
by issuing “official and final notice” by telegram that 
no such meeting could 
at the meeting hall, hamme the locked doors, 
saw the police on guard and went away wondering 
what esoteric mysteries had been (withheld. And so 
Centralia was saved. 

The I. W. W. organizer now has\something defi- 
nite to talk about when he does manage to get a 
hearing somewhere. The orators of the Young Pio- 
neers are not so lucky; they have only strained vocal 
cords for their efforts. Centralia not only has denied

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IN REPLY’ TO EDITOR CROWE. 

Yesterday in the letter column Ed. P. Crowe, editor 
of the Dexter (Mo.) Statesman, undertook to dis 
cugs the question of senatorial redistricting in Mis- 
sourl, but succeeded only in confusing and mis- 
stating the issue. Mr. Crowe’s opposition to a change 
in the status quo, whereby 55,000 people in one 
district count as much in the State Senate as do 
256,000 people in another district, is based upon a 
comparison of the State Senate with the Nationa) 
Senate. The comparison will not stand up. 

When the colonies decided to form a Union, the 
less populous of them demanded equal representa- 
tion in the Senate to offset the superior power to 
be wielded in the House of Representatives by the 
more thickly settled ones. It was a compromise 
necessary for federation. The State of Missouri, on 
thé other hand, came into the Union as a political 
unit, and not as an aggregation of counties or dis- 
tricts. Although superficially its legislature was 
modeled after the Washington legislature, this like- 
ness fades upon analysis, 

Unlike the National Senate, which calls for equal- 
ity of representation from euch State, the composi- 
tion of the State Senate is based upon population. 
The State Constitution calls for “convenient districts, 
as nearly equal in population as may be.” That 
phrase alone destroys Mr. Crowé’s argument, While 
buttressing Gov. Caulfield’s campaign for redistrict- 
ing the State. tk 

If any comparison between State and National 
Legislatures is valid, it is the State House of Rep- 
resentatives which is more nearly likened to the 
National Senate. For the Constitution provides that 
each county must have at least one member of the 
State House of Representatives, regardless of popu- 
lation. So that while in the National Legislature, 
the upper body was designed to defend the interest 
of minorities, in the State the lower house is the 
guarantee of a voice for the smallest county. 
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CULTURE IN MISSISSIPPI. 

This happened in the grand old State of Missis- 
sippi, where men are fundamentalists. When a mem- 
ber of the State Senate proposed dn extension of the 
usual week-end adjournment until Tuesday because 
the Chicago Civic Opera was coming to Jackson, the 
debate brought out some novel points of view re 
garding art and esthetics, and for a half-hour after 
the motion was passed several members were still 
arguing against it. We suppose one of them, Sen- 
ator Barlow, came nearer epitomizing the spfrit of 
Mississippi than any other when he said the Senate 
was not justified in quitting work Monday “just be- 
cause a leg show was coming to town.” 

We beg leave to identify Senator Barlow’s “leg 
show” as the opera company’s ballet dances. 
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CRIME IN SANCTIFIED WASHINGTON. 

If any other metropolis wants to be the first hailed 
as “Model City,” the title President Hoover has con- 
ferred on the Washington of the immediate future, 
there is still time to enter the competition with an 
even start. 

Mr. Hoover referred to freeing the capital of “or- 
ganized crime” in announting appointment of Major- 
General Crosby, as messenger of the millennium, and 
thereby gave some offense to civic pride, for zealous 
Washingtonians consider their city at present only 
a step from the desired Utopia. They resented Mr. 
Hoover’s words as little short of libelous. Senator 
Blease, always quick to remind those citizens of the 
mote in their eye, gave answer by presenting a batch 
of newspaper clippings. Some of the headlines were: 


Gaming Raid Nets 30 in Hotel. 114 Gallons 
‘Seized in Wild Rum Chase. Pair Robs Seven 
Taxis in Three Days. Charity Swindle Charged 
to Pair. Bandits Rob Motorman of $1436 on Car. 
Seven Shots Fired at McPherson Witness. Man 
Beaten, Robbed in Store. Federal Cashier Held 
in $600 Loss. Safe in Grocery Robbed of $300. 


Any large American city might have produced those 
same headlines. The gentry who give this country 
its leadership in crime have overlooked no center of 
population, even Washington. 
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A FARCICAL JUDGMENT REVERSED. 

We are glad to learn that the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals has unanimously reversed the 
conviction of Mrs. Mary Ware Dennett, Brooklyn, 
charged with sending obscene matter through the 
nails. The “obscene matter” was a little pamphlet en- 
titled “The Sex Side of Life.” It was written 15 
years ago for the guidance of Mrs. Dennett’s two sons. 
Later it attracted the attention of organizations like 
the Y. M. C. A., and was widely circulated by them. 
By everyone but fanatics the pamphlet is considered 
an admirable and delicate treatment of the sex ques- 
tion. That the author of such a praiseworthy docu- 
ment should be haled into court and actually con- 
victed for obscenity is a jest to which only a great 
satirist like Rabelais could do justice. The higher 
court, with its better perspective, cleansed the docket 
of this case. But it could not make amends to Mrs. 
Dennett, nor could it expunge from the record the 
farce that occurred in the lower court.

A CHICAGO GANGSTER FINDS KENTUCKY INHOSPITABLE 

We have news of one of that army of gangsters 
which recently made its exodus from Chicago. E. L. 
Doxey arrived in Louisville, mistakenly counting on 
Kentucky hospitality, and was promptly arrested on 
a charge of operating a motor vehicle without a l- 
cense. Judge Starck plastered him with a $5500 bond 
and said: “Tell your Chicago friends that we want no 
gangsters in Louisville. If they come here we will 
kill them or put them in the penitentiary.”

THE MAYOR’S BITTER PILL. 
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President Hoover’s First Year. 


Anniversary of inauguration finds little accomplished toward solving nation’s social 
and economic problems; industrial depression continues, unemployment greater, 
tariff and prohibition debates go on; Farm Board and Haytian Commission praise- 
worthy; President has shown ineptitude as leader; should declare policies frankly. 


From the Nation. 


R. HOOVER'S first 12 months are 
M drawing to a close, with many storm 

clouds upon the horizon. Some ques- 
tions are inevitable. What achievements 
has he to show for the first year of his 
administration? What quality of leader- 
ship has he developed? What are the 
prospects for the remainder of his term? 
What constructive acts have been recorded 
kor the advancement of the country and 
its extrication from the economic difficul- 
ties in which it flounders? How does he 
stand before the American people? 

These queries are the more vital because 
of the peculiar sKuation in which the Pres- 
ident finds himself at this moment. The 
London disarmament conference is under 
way—in the doldrums, with its delegates 
apparently forgetting, in their desire for 
one more modern battleship, President Hoo- 
_ver’s words that “it only remains for the 
others to say how low they will go. it 
cannot be too low for us“ At home the 
tariff debate drags its weary, wounded 
length along in the eighth month of its 
exhibition of incredibie sectional selfish- 
ness and economic error, Throughout the 
country the industrial depression continues, 
and the roll of the unemployed lengthens. 
The prohibition debate waxes louder and, 
if anything. becomes more futile. 


On top of all this, Mr. Hoover has re- 
ceived the news that in the only clear-cut 
contest for the House of Representatives 
since his accession Mr. Coolidge’s own rock- 
ribbed Republican district went Democrat- 
ic for the fire time in its history by a 
majority of 6421 votes. Almost at the same 
time the Prer.ent’s nominee for Chief 
Justice, Charles E. Hughes, was confirmed 
only by a vote of 52 to 26, with the neminee 
permanently branded by some of the best 
lawyers in the Senate as unworthy to be 
Chief Justice by reason of his past services 
to the big corporations and his complete 
conservatism in all conflicts between prop- 
erty and personal rights. 

Upon this record no President could iook 
back with satisfaction, even though he 
might be able to shoulder a considerable 
part of the responsibility upon the Con- 
gress, notably in the matter of the tariff. 
Even ae to that, however, Mr. Hoover can- 
not avoid all responsibility. Here as in ali 
his dealings with Congress he has shown 
complete ineptitude. | 

At no time has he been able to induce 
the Congress, despite his enormous major- 


ity in the House and his titular majority 


in the Senate, to pay any attention to his 
wishes; his frantic demand in November 
last that the tariff revision be concluded 
before the ending of the special session fell 


ing them according to the foreign state- 
ments of their value,

One achievement of some worth remains 
tod his credit in this connection. At his 
behest Congress voted a Federal Farm 
Board and appropriated for it the sum of 
$500,.000,000. To this bourd Mr. Hoover 
made excellent appointments. 

For the rest, Congress also disregarded 
the President's demand for the repeal of 
the national origins immigration law, pre- 
cisely as the Senate revolted in May and 
adopted the debenture proposal for the re- 
lief of the farmers. On the other hand, 
it gave him his commission on law ob- 
servance and enforcement and that for the 
study of conditions in Haiti. Among his 
most commendable acts was the establish- 
ment of publicity for tax refunds larger 
than $20,000, in which case he overruled 
his own Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Mellon, and his own predecessor, Calvin 
Coolidge. Again, he wisely withdrew all 
oll lands from leasing save where it had 
been made mandatory by Congress. 

* * — 


On the other hand, his proposal that the 
United States turn back to the several states 


190,000,000 acres of public iands to be man- 


aged and later sold. has thus far fortunate- 
ly fallen upon deaf ears. His admirable 
appointments to the Indian Bureau and to 
dertaln other offices seem to us to have 
been more than offset by bad judicial ap- 
pointments and by his selection of business 
men without previous expertence for the 
highest diplomatic posts in Europe. He 
has much improved the relations of the 
President to the press by abolishing the 
subterfuge of the unofficial spokesman of 
Calvin Coolidge, returning to the historic 
policy of issuing statements in his own 
name, and accepting responsitility therefor. 

Finally, in the field of foreign affairs he 
hag yet to lay before Congress his proposal 
that this country enter the World Court 
on the modified terms accepted by the 
signatories thereto, and he has most com- 
mendabiy declared that he does not wish 
this country represented by Marines abroad, 
notably in Haiti. 


The fact is that Mr. Hoover has not 
added a cubit to his stature as a leader 
or as a statesman. He has not only been 
entirely destitute of the necessary skill and 
persyasion to obtain a worth-while legis- 
lative program; he continues to be amaz- 
ingly inept in bis relations with other pub- 
lio men—witness the few real friends he 
has in Congress, and the unseemly haste 
with which he appointed Mr. Hughes Chief 
Justice the minute that Mr. Taft's resig- 
nation reached him, dismissing Mr. Taft 
with a brief and utterly inadequate tetter. 
Here ties his greatest weakness and his 
Kreutest danger.

“Life itself may mean noth- 
ing, but our illusions and our as- 
pirations have a meaning inde- 
pendent-ofthe data around which 
they crystallize.” 

‘The Fine Art of Living” is fun- 
damentally the credo of a modern 
intellectual, a guide for the orient- 
ation of the individual to the whi- 
verse in which he lives. The old 
absolutes have been forsaken in the 
light of modern science and the 
scale of values of the new person- 
ality will be molded out of human 
experience. More than that, it will 
be a dynamic personal ethics based 
on inner sanction rather than up- 
pn external authority. The arts 
will play a dominant role in the 
Good Life because humanity has 
found them the chief means by 
which the individual may trans- 
cend himself, This leads inevita- 
bly to an inspection of the particu- 
lar arts—music, painting, litera- 
ure.

[A suit by the Taxpayers’ League of 


St. Louis County and several prop- 
erty owners, to’ restrain the St. 
Louis County Court from exercis- 
ing jurisdiction over expenditure 
of a $10,000,000 county road bond 
issue for highways, and to compel 
the County Court to appoint a 
County Highway Commission, was 
thrown out today by the Missouri 
Supreme Court en ‘banc because 
the petitioners instituted che wrong 
kind of suit. 

The petitioners sought a writ of | 
prohibition against the County 
Judges The Supreme Court ruled 
that the petitioners had mistaken 
their legal remedy, for, if any re- 
course existed, it would be through | 
a mandanms proceeding. The 
opinion held out little encourage- 
ment for a mandamus suit for the 
Supreme Court ruléd that the 
County Court had not exceeded its 
jurisdiction. 

The petition was filed by the 
League and five property owners, 
headed by George W. Baumbhoff, 
chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the league. The Supreme 
Court was asked for a writ of pro- 
hibition until the Court appointed 
a County Highway Commission, as 
provided by a law passed by the 
1927 Legisiature, and until ap- 
proval of the proposed roads was 
obtained from the State Highway 
Commission. 

Appointment of a county high- 
way commission of four members, 
in each county of Missouri, to des- 
ignate, construct and maintain a 
100-mile system of farm-to-market 
roads in each county was provided 
by the 1927 act. The St. Louis 
County Court refused to appoint a 
commission and stated in tts reply 
to the suit that it would not appoint 
such a commission. The County 
Court retained full jurisdiction 
over the road bond issue and the 
road plans. 

Judge Frank E. Atwood. who 
who the opinion, said: 

“County courts have generai 
jurisdiction of the subject matter 
ef county reads and bridges and 
of county bond issues for such 
purposes. Whatever the jurisdic- 
tion of the County Highway .Com- 
mission may be under the act of 
1927, until such commission is 
appointed and the county highway 
system contemplated by the act is 
designated, it cannot be said. that 
the County Court, in pursuing he 
activities above mentioned, has ex- 
ceeded its jurisdiction.” 

Judge Atwood ordered discharge 
of the preliminary rule of prohibi- 
tion the Supreme Court issued after 
the suit was filed in June 1929. 
All of the other Judges concurred, 
except Judge R. F. Walker, who 
was absent because of illness.

Back After Three Attempts 
to Cross Near El Paso.

EL PASO, Tex., March 4.—R. E. 
Bowden, United States customs in- 
spector, was wounded today in a. 
renewal of skirmishes between 
Mexican liquor smugglers and 
mounted border patrolmen 

The fight occurred in the Buena 
Vista district and was one of three 
in which the officers attempted to 
prevent the smugglers from tak- 
ing liquor into El Paso. All of 
the smugglers escaped. Bowden, 
who has been with the service for 
seven years, was shot in the foot. 

A little before daylight the in- 
spectors saw six men carrying 
packages attempting to cross the 
international border. They were 
escorted by three armed men. In 
answer to a command to halt, the 
armed escort of the smugglers 
opened fire. The officers an- 


swered the volley. The liquor run- 
ners dropped their loads and joined | 
in the fight in an effort to put the | 
inspectors to flight.

Soon after daybreak three im- 
migration border patrolmen sta- 
tioned near the end of the Park 
street saw smugglers advancing 
again from the Rio Grande.
